SUBJECT: FRG BRAZILIAN NUCLEAR COOPERATION

1) IN THE COURSE OF GENERAL DISCUSSIONS ON INTERNATIONAL 
NUCLEAR ISSUES WITH EMBOFF ON DEC 22, MFA SCIENTIFIC 
AFFAIRS DIRECTOR DE NAZELLE MADE THE FOLLOWING COMMENTS 
ON THIS SUBJECT. 

2) THE FRG CONTINUES TO KEEP THE GOF WELL INFORMED ON 
THE STATUS OF ITS NUCLEAR NEGOTIATIONS WITH BRAZIL: 

DE NAZELLE RECEIVED ON DEC 19 THE EARLY DECEMBER 
DRAFT OF THE FRG-BRAZIL COOPERATION AGREEMENT. DE 
NAZELLE UNDERSTANDS THIS DRAFT TO REPRESENT THE AGREE- 
MENT OF THE TWO GOVTS AND TO BE PUT FORWARD SOON TO 
THE IAEA FOR ITS APPROVAL. DE NAZELLE DID NOT FEEL 
THAT IT WAS APPROPRIATE FOR FRANCE TO VOICE CONCERN 
ABOUT FOLLOWING THE LONDON SUPPLIERS GUIDELINES IN 
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THE CONTEXT OF THE IAEA REVIEW AND APPROVAL OF THE 
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BILATERAL AGREEMENT. HOWEVER, DE NAZELLE DOES HAVE 
SOME QUESTIONS ON THE ACCORD AND WOULD VERY MUCH AP- 
PRECIATE WASHINGTON VIEWS, ESPECIALLY ON THE FOLLOW- 
ING ASPECTS. 

3. DE NAZELLE'S PRINCIPLE CONCERN IS THE DIRECTION 
THAT IS APPARENT IN THE CHANGES MADE FROM THE OCTOBER 
DRAFT TO THE DECEMBER DRAFT, WHICH HE BELIEVES ARE 
AWAY FROM THE LONDON SUPPLIERS GUIDELINES. IN 
THE OCT DRAFT, THE FRG HAD APPARENTLY REACHED AGREE- 
MENT WITH BRAZIL ON THE TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY 
EMBODIES IN EQUIPMENT AND HAD USED THE PHRASE 
"SPECIAL EQUIPMENT THUS TRANSFERRING THE TECHNOLOGY." 

DE NAZELLE FELT THIS A VERY GOOD FORMULATION. 

THIS PHRASE APPARENTLY HAS BEEN DROPPED IN THE DECEMBER 
DRAFT AND THE TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY NOW RESTS UPON 
THE DEFINITION PROVIDED TO THE IAEA AFTER THE 
EQUIPMENT HAS BEEN TRANSFERRED. 

4) AGAIN THE CHANGE FROM THE OCT TO THE DEC DRAFT 
IS UPSETTING IN THAT IN THE OCT DRAFT, THE IAEA WAS 
TO BE ADVISED PRIOR TO THE TRANSFER OF EQUIPMENT 

OR TECHNOLOGY, AND IN THE DECEMBER DRAFT THE IAEA IS 
TO BE NOTIFIED WITHIN A FIXED PERIOD AFTER THE TRANSFER 
OF THE EQUIPMENT OR TECHNOLOGY. 

5) ANOTHER ASPECT THAT BOTHERS DE NAZELLE IS THAT 
SAFEGUARDS ARE TO COVER THE TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY 
EXCEPT FOR OPEN TECHNOLOGY, THAT IS TECHNOLOGY 
AVAILABLE IN THE NORMAL SCIENTIFIC AND 
TECHNICAL LITERATURE. DE NAZELLE UNDERSTANDS THE 
BECKER PROCESS TO BE IN THE OPEN LITERATURE. HE 
FEELS IT IS INAPPROPRIATE TO EXCLUDE THE BECKER PROCESS 
FROM SAFEGUARDS BECAUSE IT IS TECHNOLOGY IN THE 
OPEN LITERATURE. EMBOFF NOTED THAT THE GENERAL 
CHARACTERISTICS MAY BE IN THE LITERATURE, BUT THE 
DETAIL DESIGN IS SECRET. 

6. EMBOFF INFORMED DE NAZELLE THAT THE FRG HAD 
DISCUSSED THE DECEMBER DRAFT WITH U.S. OFFICIALS 
SECRET 
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IN WASHINGTON DURING THE WEEK OF DEC 8. DE NAZELLE 
WOULD GREATLY APPRECIATE RECEIVING WASHINGTON COMMENTS 
AND OBSERVATIONS OF THE FRG/BRAZIL AGREEMENT AND 
PARTICULARLY WASHINGTON COMMENTS ON THE ISSUES OUT- 
LINED ABOVE. WHILE THE DRAFT AGREEMENT IS AN UMBRELLA 
AGREEMENT AND THERE REMAINS THE OPPORTUNITY IN SUB- 
ORDINATE PROTOCOLS COVERING THE TRANSFER OF SPECIFIC 
EQUIPMENT AND TECHNOLOGY TO ESTABLISH APPROPRIATE 
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PROVISIONS OF THE LONDON SUPPLIERS GUIDELINES, DE 
NAZELLE, NEVERTHELESS, IS CONCERNED ABOUT THE AGREEMENT, 

LARGELY DUE TO THE DIRECTION OF CHANGE HE OBSERVES IN 
COMPARING THE OCT AND DEC DRAFTS. HE PLANS TO ASK THE 
FRG THROUGH THE FRENCH EMBASSY IN BONN FOR CLARIFICA- 
TION ON THESE ASPECTS.
